1, The delay in submitting this report is owing to the new organization of the District 
Board and the continued ill-health of the Vice-Chairman of the late District Road Oess Com- 
mittee, Baboo Ambica Charan Sen, whose services, until prevented by illness, I take this oppor- 
tunity of acknowledging. ; ; 

2.* Phere were during the year two ordinary and four special meetings, and at all of 
which there was a quorum, The uverage attendance was 11, the average number of members 
being 22. " . 

& The number of members was 26 in the beginning of the year, but was reduced to 22, 
four having ceased to be members under section 115 of the Road Cess Act. It will be observed 
tat the atteridance was satisfactory considering that many of the members were residents of 
the interior of thedistrict and had to travel great distances. The District Gommitiée worked 
well, the members, both official aud non-otlicial, with few exceptions, taking interest in the 
matters laid bofore them. 

** 4, The number of members in the Branch Committee were much reduced in the previous 
year by non-attendance of six consecutive meetings under section 115 of the District Road Cess 
Act. But their places were not filled by new appointments, ‘

- 2. The total income of the districts, including the balance of the previous year, amounted 
to Rs. 5,36,999 in the year under review against Rs, 4,98,580 in 1884-85, and the total expen. 
diture amounted to Rs, 5,04,064 against Rs. 4,27,184. The total amount spent in original 
work was Rs. 52,906 only, or 104 per cent. of the total expenditure, against Rs, 43,368, or 

98 percent., in the preceding year. The percentage in the 24-Pergunnahs was 6°8, in 

\Noddea 9:3, in Jessore 8°3, in Moorshedabad ‘6, and in Khoolna 24°5. It is thus manifest 

that in all the districts except Khoolna the amounts devoted for original works were 

very small in comparison with the total amount spent. The cause of this is due to the fact 

that the funds at the disposal of the Committees are so insufficient that they bave very little 

left for driginal works after meeting the demands for the maintenance and repair of existing 

works. ~ 
8. During the year under report the roads in charge of the committees have been 
maintained in fair order, The flood in September last, though not so destructive as that of 
1885, had disastrous effects on some of the roads in Moorshedabad and Nuddea. But it is 
satisfactory to notice that the damaged roads have all been again brought to passable 
condition. 

4, The statement in the margin shows the amounts expended by the District Road Cess 
Committees for the improvement of the village 
roads during the year under report as compared 
with the two preceding years. Besides the grant 
made by the Road Cess Committee of the 24. ° 
Pergunnahs, a sum of Rs, 1,175 was received 
from private individuals for the improvement of 
the village roads in that district. In Nuddea 
some improvement was effected on these roads 
owing to works undertaken for the relief of the poor during the flood. The outlay on this 
account amounted to Rs. 3,699. } 

5. During the year the trees planted along the roads were properly attended to. The 
expenditure for this purpose ciatentat to Rs, 640 in Nuddea, Rs, 591 in Jessore, Rs. 399 in 
Moorshedabad, and Rs, 793 in Khoolna. In the 24-Pergunnahs no separate provision was 
made for arboriculture, but expenditure on this account was generally provided for in the 
estimate for the roads. of 

The insufficiency of the available funds to the requirements of the districts, especially in 
Nuddea and the 24-Pergunnahs, is again brought to notice, The transfar to the’ new District 
Boards of the proceeds of ferries and pounds may yield some relief, even though new daties 
bave been imposed ; but even with the new help the Boards will, I fear, still find themselyeg 
unequal to meeting the requirements of these charges, ;

The District Engineer also worked satisfactorily, as did most of his subordinates. Those 
who did not work well were severely reprimanded, and were warned that their work

9. Original works.—A sum of Rs. 1,10,833 was spent in original works. This sum 
was mostly spent in the construction of bridges on the most important lines of the district 
communicatious. All the original works that were budgetted for were taken in hand, and 
have more or less been completed during the year under report. 

10. Kepairs—A sum of Rs. 17,828 was spent on repars. With this sum the district 

“thoroughfares have been kept in a fair state of repairs. 

ll. Village roads.—A sum of Rs, 3,494 was spent by the Sudder and the three Branch 
Committees on the improvement of village ronds and foot-paths, and it is reported that the 
money has been usefully and economically spent by them, People are clamorous in their 
demands for repairs and construction of village roads, and applications numerously signed 
are ge Prog: d received. ‘Che allotment made for village roads is insufficient to satisfy the 
wants of the people. The amount left after providing for the construction of bridges on 
the most important lines of district communications and for the repairs and maintenance of 
the existing thoroughfares is all that is allotted to the Branch Committees for the improve- 
ment of village roads, but this is not sufficient for the numerous village roads in this district. 
Steps will, however, be taken to remedy the grievances of the people anent the village roads 
ag soon the most important roads are bridged. 

12. Arboriculture-—The Committee spent Rs. 959 for planting fruit trees on tho sides 
of some of the important district roads and for the maintenance of trees planted in previous 
years, All the old as well as the new trees are thriving. The trees are carefully looked 
after by the subordinates in charge of roads. An enclosure is put round each young plant 
to protect it from animals. 

13. Stare of roads.—The progross made in the four years I have been here has been 
most marked, and as I shall not be here to report on it again, I give my views here. 

Allthe main roads either have been or are being pormanently bridged. The only 
gaps now are at the rivers, and we propose to try the experiment of a long serewpile bridge 
at the Dum-dum (that this year. that is 9 success, the other small rivers can be bridged 
one each year. lcan now drive the whole length and breadth of the district without 
leaving a road and going down into the fields or through water. 

‘Where the soil is sandy the surface is very bad, but even this is very gradually improved 
by the placing on it all the available grass and jungle which grow at the sides of the 
roads
